Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant stated that the figures in the Quinlan references ('395, 
754) are fragmentary and therefore cannot be used since the length is indefinite. Examiner stated that figure 17 of 
'395 is not fragmentary and that after calculations were done, figure 17 met all the necessary claims. Additionally, 
figure 1 7 shows that the rivot (32) is located in the middle of the wiper blade. With that being the case, on figure 1 , the 
right side of the wiper blade was measured from the rivet to the right end. That measurement was then doubled based 
on the fact that the rivet is located in the middle of the figure. These new measurements still meet the limitations of the 
claims. 
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
